Highway in Pennsylvania.

Ikeler. 
Mr. Leech presided at the meeting 
which followed 
a luncheon at 
1:3C 
o’clock and in his opening remarks 
declared the 
business men in 
the 
towns along the 
Lincoln Highway 
had something worthwhile to sell— 
a good road. 
He said 
the Lincoln 
Highway through Pennsylvania and 
into 
New Jersey 
is the 
longest 
stretch of good road in the 
United 
States and added that there are thou­ 
sands of motorists eager to travel 
it, but they are not aware of its ex­ 
cellent condition and the beauty 
of 
the country through which it passes. 
He declared 
newspaper advertising 
was the only sure medium of reach­ 
ing the people. 
Mr. Leech then presented C. A. 
Rosevere, of the Dorland Advertising 
Agency, who told of the success of 
newspaper advertising 
of such re­ 
sorts as the Adirondack?, 
Atlantic 
City, Miami, Florida, and other com­ 
munities

Mr. Speese’s term, 
however, would not have expired until 
December 
I, 1925.

Wednesday evening 
was 
postponed 
from last Thursday evening because 
of the Senior class play given that 
night. 
The directors electee Guile W. Le- 
fevre, professor of mathematics at 
high school, as supervisor of Play­ 
ground activities this summer. 
Mr. 
Lefevre will have complete charge of 
the Playground during the months of 
June, July and August. 
With the selection of a director for 
the Playground, the Board decided to 
have an opening day after the grounds 
have been put into condition and the 
swings and other apparatus erected. 
The Board also expects to help with 
placing tennis courts in proper condi­ 
tion. The exact date for the formal 
opening of the Playground will be an­ 
nounced later. 
During the past summer, the school 
directors were troubled with persons 
using the road leading from Baltimore

A t the time the board 
decided to take no action because re­ 
pairs to Baltimore street made this 
a short cut to York street, but since 
Baltimore street has been completed, 
the directors decided to close both 
ends of this road to traffic. Arrange­ 
ments will be 
made, however, to 
admit cars and 
teams to 
baseball 
games and other activities staged on 
the Playground. 
The 
Board also issued a warning to 
persons riding horses over the baseball 
diamond in wet weather. 
On dif­ 
ferent occasions the infield has been 
cut up with horses hoofs and the 
Board wishes this practice stopped. 
Persons, it is said, have been direct­ 
ing tourists to use the Playground as 
a camping ground and the Board will 
take action against any one found 
camping there this summer. 
The School Directors voted to in­ 
stall four new furnaces in the Meade 
building to replace the four now use 
there. 
Much trouble, experienced for 
a number of years with the present 
heating apparatus, led the Board to 
this action. 
Most of the teaching staff of the 
schools was chosen for next year at 
the meeting Wednesday evening but 
several places still remain to be filled 
and no announcement was made as 
to the teacher* selected.

T F YOU would take something not 
qaife as rigid as your head—a soft 
leather ball, for example— and Jam 
it against the corner* of a table, a 
distinct dent or hollow will appear, lf 
you strike a rubber ball or any oilier 
resilient object against Hie same pro 
jection, tile dent will appear only for 
a moment and the bali will then tilt 
out and be as round as formerly. 
Why, then, don’t we get dents in our 
heuda instead of bumps? 
The answer is that we do, but they 
fill up so rapidly that we do not 
notice them and are conscious only of 
tile “bump” which appears almost im­ 
mediately thereafter and remains for 
some time. 
This bump is caused by 
the operations of the body in repair­ 
ing tile Injury resulting from t tie 
blow. 
An increased supply of blood 
is rushed to the spot and the sur­ 
rounding veins become distended in 
taking care of this over supply. Other 
healing fluids are also brought to the 
injured place to assist in rapid re­ 
covery and the presence of these, to­ 
gether with the blood, forces the skin 
to rise. 
A blow on the head will 
cause a larger “bump’’ than elsewhere 
on the body 
because the skin is 
stretched tightly over tile skull and 
the intervening space Is very narrow. 
Hence the skin must be pushed up 
further to make room for the heal­ 
ing agents which tile body dispatches 
aa soon as the brain telegraphs the 
injury.
